SELECTMEN'S  REPORT

have  completed  our  250th  year  as  an  incorporated  town  and  still 
survive  under  our  unique  democratic  system  of  self-government. 
We,  the  citizens  of  Chester,  our  ancestors  and  our  heirs  and  as- 
signs bear  the  responsibility  of  this  town  we  love  so  well. 

We,  the  Selectmen,  feel  this  responsibility  in  more  ways 
than  the  normal  citizen  can  fully  imagine.  We  are  responsible 
for  the  "management  of  the  prudential  affairs  of  the  town  and 
perform  the  duties  by  law  prescribed. " 

Our  waking  hours  are  disturbed  by  the  telephone,  home 
visits  or  the  neighbor  who  halts  you  at  the  store,  Post  Office,  or 
on  the  by-ways  of  Chester.  Our  nights  are  disturbed  by  thoughts 
of  what  we  can  or  cannot  do.  We  deeply  feel  the  responsibility 
and  endeavor  to  our  utmost  to  honestly  answer,  or  to  find  the  hon- 
est answers  to,  the  questions  asked. 

We,  the  Selectmen,  know  that  our  obligation  is  to  the 
citizens  of  our  community  and  to  the  town  of  Chester.  There  are 
difficulties,  many  of  them  considered  minor  or  major  by  their 
proponents,  but  which  must  be  considered  in  the  context  as  to 
how  it  applies  to  the  town  and  community. 

We,  the  Selectmen,  must  be  the  arbiters.  We  are  the 
ones  who  are  cussed  and  discussed.  Our  answer  to  all  of  the 
townspeople  is  that  we  are  doing,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  to 
provide  the  best  and  most  honest  town  government  possible,  fol- 
lowing in  the  footsteps  of  past  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Chester. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  Selectman  Charles  J.  Olivier  who 
removed  to  Ellsworth,  N.  H.    He  contributed  greatly  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  townspeople,  gave  innumerable  hours  of  his  time  and 
was  deeply  and  sincerely  involved  in  the  "prudential  management 
of  town  affairs. " 

The  forthcoming  year  again  provides  the  Selectmen  with 
imponderable  problems.  We  are  now  involved  with  the  program 
of  "Federal  Revenue  Sharing."  The  town  is  totally  and  com- 
pletely involved  in  the  expenditure  of  these  funds.  The  Town 
Warrant  will  provide  specific  data  as  to  the  plans  for  use  of  this 
money  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  and  although  immediate 
results  may  not  be  observed  the  use  of  this  money  will,  without 
question,  continue  to  keep  our  tax  rate  at  a  figure  that  is  the 
envy  of  our  neighboring  communities. 


The  proper  application  of  the  use  of  "Revenue  Sharing" 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  townspeople.  We,  the  Selectmen  rec- 
ommend to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  abilities,  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  money  as  set  forth  in  the  Warrant.  You,  as  townspeo- 
ple, must  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  recommended  use. 

It  is  hoped  that  you  will  apply  the  same  sense  of  hon- 
esty, integrity  and  responsibility  to  the  expenditure  of  these  funds 
as  the  Selectmen  have  applied  to  the  total  well  being  of  the  town 
of  Chester. 

Once  again,  the  Selectmen  hope  that  the  forthcoming 
year  of  1973  will  be  a  quiet,  progressive  and  enjoyable  year  to 
all  the  residents  of  our  town.

The  1972  police  budget  of  $4, 500  provided  the  residents 
of  Chester: 

1.  8,  500  miles  of  automobile  expense  at  12  cents  per 
mile. 

2.  3  telephones  used  for  2,500  to  3,000  calls  (aver- 
age of  8  calls  per  day,  every  day  of  the  year). 

3.  1,  600  hours  of  police  service  at  $2  per  hour.  (Av- 
erage of  better  than  4  hours  per  day,  every  day  of 
the  year). 

The  police  budget  provided  $12  per  day  for: 

1.  24  hour  police  coverage 

2.  4  policemen 

3.  1  police  matron 

4.  3  telephone  attendants 

5.  2  auxiliary  policemen 

6.  4  automobiles  -  personally  owned  and  equipped 
with  a  two-way  radio  communication  system. 

Of  the  total  number  of  telephone  calls,  85%  required 
some  action  to  be  taken.  Most  police  action  is  required  during 
evening  and  early  morning  hours;  however,  our  officers  are  often 
called  away  from  full-time  employment  to  provide  a  necessary 
police  function  during  daylight  hours. 

The  1972  police  budget  did  not  provide  funds  for: 

1.  patrolling  town  roads  (excepting  Halloween) 

2.  clerical  work  associated  with  filing,  record  keep- 
ing, and  report  writing 

3.  telephone  coverage 

4.  photography  materials 

5.  stationery 

6.  filing  space 

7.  typing 

8.  office  space  and  equipment 

9.  transportation  to  school. 
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We  estimate  our  clerical  work  at  300  to  400  hours  per 
year  (1  hour  per  day  average). 

Schooling  in  police  duties  and  in  first  aid  are  available 
to  all  police  departments.  Two  officers  have  completed  a  76- 
hour  course  in  advanced  first  aid;  completion  of  this  course  allows 
them  to  participate  in  emergency  service  as  an  Emergency  Medi- 
cal Technician  (EMT).  Four  officers  have  completed  a  two-week 
course  in  law  enforcement  practices. 

We  are  a  growing  community  and  as  your  demands  for 
more  and  better  services  increase,  so  must  our  force  and  facilities 
grow.  We  are  prepared  to  help  you  in  the  future  as  we  have  in 
the  past.

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LIBRARY  REPORTS 

The  Chester  Public  Library  has  completed  an  extremely 
active  year.  We  were  able  to  purchase  233  new  books  this  year, 
in  contrast  with  the  148  books  purchased  the  year  before.  Our 
circulation  for  the  year  was  3,  883  books. 

The  library  is  governed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Chairman  is  Mr.  Edward  J.  Murphy,  and  members  are  Mrs.  Kath- 
erine  Huston  and  Mrs.  Arlene  Delorey.  Under  their  capable  sup- 
ervision, we  have  been  able  to  make  many  advances.  Our  weed- 
ing and  reorganizing  is  largely  finished,  and  we  have  now  begun 
a  program  to  bring  up-to-date  our  collection  of  books  for  young 
people. 

With  the  help  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  we  now  have 
a  new  World  Book  Encyclopedia  and  two  new  study  desks.  These 
have  received  a  great  deal  of  use.  During  the  summer,  we  worked 
with  many  people  doing  research  on  old  houses  and  old  Chester  in 
conjunction  with  the  250th  Anniversary. 

Also  during  the  summer,  we  experimented  with  evening 
library  hours.  These  were  not  well  attended,  and  in  the  fall  we 
resumed  our  daytime  schedule,  adding  an  extra  hour  to  Saturdays. 
Present  hours  are  Wednesday,  3-5  P.M.,  and  Saturday,  10  A.M. 
-1  P.  M.  This  schedule  seems  to  be  quite  popular,  and  our  circu- 
lation has  increased  over  last  year's  figure  for  every  month  since 
August.  Hopefully,  we  will  be  able  to  add  even  more  hours  with 
additional  town  support. 

Your  Library  is  eager  to  serve  you  in  as  many  ways  as  we 
can.  Besides  our  own  collection  of  4,  800  books,  we  have  service 
from  the  State  Bookmobile  four  times  a  year.  They  bring  us  an 
additional  400  books  which  are  ours  to  circulate  for  several 
months.  In  addition  to  this,  we  can  secure  for  you  from  the  State 
Library  any  particular  books  you  would  like  to  have  with  a  simple 
written  request.  They  will  even  do  individualized  research  for 
you  if  we  send  in  a  Subject  Request.  We  offer  a  film  and  record 
lending  service,  both  from  our  collection  and  from  that  of  the 
State.  If  there  are  other  ways  in  which  the  Library  can  help  you, 
I  hope  you  will  come  in  and  discuss  it.  Our  thanl<s  to  the  people 
of  Chester  for  their  continued  interest  and  support  of  an  up-to- 
date  and  forward-looking  library.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  the  last  10  months  as  Road  Agent,  the  HighwajJ  De- 
partment has  put  out  between  6  and  7  thousand  yards  of  gravel 
topping  on  gravel  roads.  All  gravel  roads  have  been  graded  at 
least  three  times,  some  as  much  as  five  times.  Also,  gravel  roads 
have  been  raked  with  the  york  rake  three  or  four  times. 

There  have  been  22  new  culverts  put  in.  On  the  Edward 
Mill  Road,  the  culvert  and  road  have  been  widened.  The  Rod  & 
Gun  Club  Road  bridge  has  been  removed  and  replaced  with  a  4*  by 
32'  wide  culvert. 

All  over  growth  on  side  of  roads  has  been  mowed.  Hang- 
ing limbs  and  brush  have  been  trimmed  back  on  the  following 
roads:  Wells  Village  Road,  Old  Sandown  Road,  Reed  Road,  North 
Pond  Road,  Ledge  Road,  and  some  on  the  Hanson  Road. 

T.  R.  A.  money  has  been  spent  on  the  rebuilding  of  5, 100 
feel  of  the  Old  Sandown  Road.  This  road  should  be  just  about 
completed  by  the  end  of  1973. 

This  is  just  a  small  summary  of  what  the  Highway  De- 
partment has  done  in  the  last  10  months  in  1972.  Almost  all  work 
done  on  these  roads  has  been  accomplished  with  gas  tax  money. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  who  work 
for  the  department;  also  the  townspeople  who  have  given  their 
lime  and  help  to  the  Highway  Department.

VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

There  were  a  total  of  29  fire  calls  to  the  Chester  Volun- 
teer Fire  Department  during  the  year  1972.  These  calls  were 
listed  as  follows: 

3  Chimney  fires 

4  Building  fires 

5  Brush  or  grass  fires 

5  Vehicle  fires 

6  Miscellaneous 

1  Cat  in  tree 

2  Trash  fires 

3  Stand-bys  for  other  departments 

The  department  is  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$6,000.00,  because  the  continued  demand  for  new  equipment  is 
at  hand  and  the  need  to  maintain  and  purchase  added  necessary 
equipment  for  the  members  of  the  department  to  utilize.  More 
self-contained  breathing  apparatus,  added  hose,  radios  for  trucks, 
portable  float-a-pump  utilized  in  pumping  water  from  swimming 
pools  and  shallow  water  holes  and  the  miscellaneous  fixed  charges. 

Training  and  proper  utilization  of  the  equipment  has  be- 
come an  -important  factor  in  modern  day  fire  fighting.  During 
the  past  year,  members  of  the  department  have  had  state  super- 
vised training  sessions  at  two  different  school  areas  plus  actual 
fire  fighting  experience  in  the  controlled  burning  of  two  buildings 
in  conjunction  with  the  Auburn  and  Candia  Fire  Departments  with 
supervision  by  State  instructors. 

The  willingness  and  advantages  gained  by  the  men  at- 
tending these  fire  training  sessions  warrants  the  proper  equipment 
being  made  available  in  order  to  perform  the  duties  asked  of 
them. 

Many  thanks  to  the  residents  of  Chester  for  their  contri- 
butions and  continued  support  given  to  the  department. 

The  fire  department  enjoyed  working  in  union  with  the 
250th  Anniversary  Committee  this  past  summer  through  participa- 
tion in  the  pageant,  parade  and  field  day  events.  We  would  like 
to  thank  Dave  Reid  for  the  generous  use  of  his  field  where  these 
events  were  held.  Interest  has  been  shown  in  holding  an  annual 
firemen's  field  day.    The  fire  department  and  community  men)- 
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bers  who  lend  their  support  would  like  to  conjure  up  a  little  mut- 
ual agreement  with  the  weather  man. 

The  Granite  State  Telephone  Company  has  recently 
completed  the  installation  of  a  new  fire  reporting  system  for  the 
Chester  Fire  Department. 

Instead  of  the  separate  "red"  phone,  the  new  system 
overrides  the  present  private  phone  of  the  firemen  by  a  continuous 
ringing,  alerting  the  phone  holder  that  a  fire  call  is  coming 
through. 

If  the  fireman's  phone  is  engaged  in  a  private  conversa- 
tion and  a  fire  call  is  coming  through,  the  parties  talking  will  be 
interrupted  by  a  continuous  tone  signal  (ring  tone  and  dial  tone 
alternating  60  times  per  minute)  indicating  to  the  talking  parties 
that  a  fire  call  is  waiting.  In  this  event,  both  parties  will  HANG 
UP  LMMEDIATELY  so  that  the  fireman  will  receive  this  alerting 
ring  denoting  the  fire  call. 

The  person  initiating  the  call  to  the  fire  department  will 
hear  a  STEADY  RING  back  tone  until  one  of  the  firemen  answer 
the  fire  call.  PLEASE  DO  NOT  LET  THIS  HAMPER  YOUR  CALL. 
The  ring  back  is  there  to  \alen  the  firemen  and  to  let  you  know 
that  the  system  has  been  activated.  THERE  IS  NOTHING  WRONG 
WITH  YOUR  PHONE. 

When  the  fireman  answers,  give  him  your  name,  ad- 
dress and  state  your  problem.  When  the  conversation  is  through, 
hang  your  phone  up.  The  phone  system  is  still  operating  under  a 
24-hour  coverage  so  that  someone  will  always  be  there. 

If  you  dial  the  fire  department  number  (3250)  by  mis- 
take, please  acknowledge  that  you  have  dialed  a  wrong  number. 
You  need  not  identify  yourself,  but  it  would  be  a  help  to  all  if 
you  admit  the  error. 

REMEMBER:  If  you  are  on  a  party  line  with  a  fireman 
where  there  is  a  fire  phone  installed  -  or  are  engaged  in  a  con- 
versation and  hear  the  "dial-buzzing"  alerting  sound  -  please 
hang  up  and  do  not  use  the  phone  for  a  few  minutes.  This  will 
permit  further  use  of  the  telephone  by  the  fireman's  wife  if  neces- 
sary to  call  in  men  from  the  department. 

Also,  if  you  are  on  a  party  line  with  a  fireman  and  want 
to  report  a  fire,  dial  the  fire  number  3250.  You  will  hear  the  al- 
ternating dial  and  ring  back  tone.  You  will  now  be  connected 
to  the  fire  system.  Wait  until  a  fireman  answers  and  follow  his 
instructions. 
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An  important  feature  of  the  new  phone  system  is  that  the 
fireman  can  now  ring  the  fire  alarm  from  his  home  phone.  The 
alarm  is  so  designed  that  it  cannot  be  set  off  by  children,  nor  is 
there  any  danger  by  a  phone  being  left  off  the  hook. 

The  system  will  alert  up  to  twenty  men  which  means 
more  phones  can  be  installed  as  needed  and  will  also  help  in  shar- 
ing the  responsibility  with  the  present  fire  phone  holders. 

Coverage  of  the  phone  is  maintained  by  duty  months  now 
shared  between:  Red  and  Barbara  DoUoff,  Norm  and  Sue  Finney, 
John  and  Jane  Colman,  Ernie  and  Lucile  Edwards,  Fred  and  Arlene 
Delorey,  Jack  and  Joan  Towle,  Bud  and  Jean  Bethune,  and  Dick 
and  Connie  Wiggin. 

The  new  phone  system  also  includes  the  present  phone  at 
SpoUett's  Store,  the  fire  house  and  a  new  installation  at  the  Trol- 
ley Stop  Restaurant. 

The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  extend  thanks  to  the  men 
of  the  Granite  State  Telephone  Company  for  their  time  and  effort 
spent  in  making  this  system  possible. 

Many  hours  were  devoted  to  the  actual  installation,  in 
addition  to  visits  to  the  firemen's  homes,  attending  meetings  at 
the  fire  house,  testing  and  explaining  the  system.  Their  coopera- 
tion and  helpful  attitude  has  made  the  transition  much  easier  and 
less  complicated. 

The  Town  of  Chester  is  fortunate  to  have  dedicated  peo- 
ple like  the  fire  phone  holders  who  are  willing  to  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility a  fire  phone  entails. 

Red  Dolloff,  John  Colman,  Lindsey|Rice  and  Jack  Towle 
of  the  Chester  Fire  Department  received  their  certificates  after 
recently  completing  an  80 -hour  course  in  Emergency  Medical 
Technician-Ambulance.  These  men  are  duly  licensed  as  quali- 
fied ambulance  attendants. 

Your  fire  department  has  participated  in  many  town 
Firemen  Musters.  Trophies  were  won  in  the  towns  of  Londonderry, 
Hampstead,  Kingston  and  Brentwood, 

The  Howe  Fire  Truck  -  1963  International  -  took  part  in 
the  Manchester  Fire  Prevention  Parade  in  October,  1972,  and 
brought  home  a  trophy  for  the  "Best  Equipped  Truck.  "

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative 
State -town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed 
by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief,  is  responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties. 
The  State  shares  lequally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest 
fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the 
responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection  serv- 
ices, prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town  wardens  and 
crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking 
fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from 
the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires 
between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.  N4.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purpose:. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be 
an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to 
run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only 
you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

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DERRY  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

January  15,  1973 
Board  of  Selectmen 

Our  ambulance  service  must  now  add  three  men  to 
handle  the  second  ambulance. 

Having  no  control  over  the  new  law  passed  by  the  last 
legislature  effective  September  1,  1972,  that  both  driver  and  at- 
tendant must  be  licensed  we  have  three  men  on  each  shift  to  cov- 
er both  emergency  vehicles.  I,  personally  and  off-duty  men  have 
had  to  come  in  to  cover  for  the  second  vehicle  so  we  are  asking 
for  the  added  man-power  for  this  reason.  The  second  vehicle  has 
to  be  of  even  more  important  to  Derry,  Chester  and  Londonderry 
in  the  covering  of  all  three  towns. 

We  are  of  course  dealing  with  a  very  special  commod- 
ity -  human  lives,  and  even  though  the  new  regulations  put  a 
heavy  burden  on  everyone  involved  I  do  believe  it  also  improves 
the  care  of  the  person  needing  the  ambulance  by  having  more 
qualified  personnel  on  the  ambulances.  As  all  personnel  has  fin- 
ished a  71-hour  Emergency  Medical  Technical  Course. 

We  made  34  calls  to  Chester  residents.  According  to 
my  records  I  turned  over  $507.  80  to  your  town,  and  you  have  an 
outstanding  account  for  the  amount  of  $30.00. 

Your  calls  have  seemed  to  stabilized  in  the  thirty-odd 
bracket  as  they  were  38  last  year  and  34  this  year. 

The  town  of  Derry's  total  budget  for  the  ambulance  for 
1972  was  $59,801,00  and  with  a  revenue  of  $17,318.  17  which 
makes  our  total  for  taxes  at  $42,482.83  with  Derry  calls  being 
446  makes  our  pro-rate  figure  95, 

This  would  bring  your  pro-rated  amount  to  $3,000.00 
instead  of  the  $2,000.00  you  were  charged  last  year  an  increase 
of  $1,000.00.  Last  year's  statement  explained  that  if  the  calls 
continue  at  this  level  that  your  cost  would  be  in  this  vicinity. 

Hoping  this  meets  with  the  approval  of  your  voters.  If 
there  are  any  questions  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  any  time.

Sanitary  Sewage  Disposal  Systems 

During  the  year,  I  was  appointed  as  an  agent  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  for 
the  inspection  of  sanitary  sewage  systems  constructed  as  per  re- 
quirements of  R.  S.  A.  :149-E  in  the  town  of  Chester. 

Sixteen  building  sites  were  approved  after  the  necessary 
inspections  were  made  and  soil  survey  maps  consulted. 

Thirty-one  sanitary  sewage  disposal  systems  were  in- 
spected during  construction  and  plans  and  specifications  were  ap- 
proved by  the  N.  H.  W.  S.  &P.  C.  C.  Most  of  these  systems  have 
een  completed,  accepted  and  recorded  by  the  Health  Officer.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

This  agency  did  purchase  the  porta -power  approved  at 
the  last  town  meeting  and  it  is  now  on  the  Howe  International 
fire  truck.  A  larger  unit  than  was  originally  sought  was  purchased 
with  a  capacity  of  3  times  that  of  the  first  selection  for  only  a 
little  more  money. 

The  agency  was  also  able  to  secure  a  surplus  2-1/2  ton 
Army  truck  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  This  truck  is  operational  and 
it  is  hoped  to  utilize  it  as  an  additional  tanker  truck  for  the  Fire 
Department.  Its  main  objective  would  be  for  use  at  woods  fires 
where  it  would  utilize  its  off-road  capabilities.  With  this  in 
mind,  the  Fire  Department  spent  considerable  time  clearing  woods 
roads. 

Progress  reports  have  been  submitted  to  Concord.  By 
up-dating  annexes,  it  keeps  the  town  in  a  position  to  receive  any 
surplus  supplies  or  equipment  as  it  might  become  available.

During  the  past  year,  the  Chester  Conservation  Commis- 
sion has  continued  to  pursue  the  course  set  by  the  Enabling  Act 
passed  by  the  legislature  of  New  Hampshire.

$750.00  from  the  Ford  Foundation  to  help  begin  the  arduous  task 
of  identifying  land  for  possible  utilization  of  open  space. 

An  evening  program  involving  the  Selectmen,  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  and  the  Zoning  Board  was  presented  by  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Robert  Dunning,  the  Execu- 
tive Director  of  The  Land  Use  Foundation  in  Concord.

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DERRY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOC.  REPORT 

The  Derry  Visiting  Nurses  Association  provides  the  fol- 
lowing health  services  to  the  residents  of  Chester: 

1.  Medical  order  visits  to  the  home  for 

a.  general  nursing  care  such  as  dressings,  injections, 
bed  baths,  catheter  changes,  blood  pressure 
checks 

b.  physical  therapy  for  stroke,  accident,  arthritis, 
and  muscular  dystrophy  patients 

c.  occupational  therapy  for  house-confined  patients. 
These  visits  are  ordered  by  a  physician,  and  patients 

are  charged  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Visits  to  Medicare 
patients  may  be  reimbursed  by  Medicare.  Medicare  only  pays  for 
home  nursing  care  provided  by  an  accredited  home  health  agency 
such  as  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurses  Association. 

2.  Health  supervision  which  consists  of  home  instruction 
in  health  care,  hygiene,  prevention  of  disease,  proper  diet,  and 
care  of  a  handicapped  patient;  assistance  in  obtaining  and  the  use 
of  correct  medical  supplies;  and  loan  of  a  limited  amount  of  med- 
ical equipment  free  of  charge  and  without  time  limit  as  available. 

3.  New  baby  visits  to  provide  free  home  instruction  to 
new  mothers  in  the  care  of  newborn  children  -  diet,  immuniza- 
tion, etc. 

4.  Assistance  in  the  utilization  of  state  services  such  as 

a.  crippled  childrens'  clinics  (orthopedic,  diag- 
nostic, etc.) 

b.  amputee  clinics 

c.  cystic  fibrosis  clinics 

d.  Office  of  Mental  Retardation. 

5.  Community  health  services  such  as 

a.  free  testing  of  T.B.  contacts 

b.  classes  for  expectant  parents 

c.  venereal  disease  education  programs 

d.  diabetes  screening,  x-ray,  and  measles  clinics 
Again  this  year,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Derry  Vis- 
iting Nurses  Association  has  asked  Chester  to  increase  its  town  ap- 
propriation from  the  current  $500  to  $1000  to  provide  for  these 
services.  When  the  original  contract  with  Chester  was  signed  in 
the  spring  of  1970,    the  Board  was  urged  not  to  initiate  services 
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with  any  town  for  less  than  $1  per  capita  according  to  population 
and  certainly  not  for  less  than  $1000.  However,  the  decision  to 
sign  the  first  year's  contract  with  Chester  for  $500  was  made  be- 
cause of  Chester's  small  size  and  because  it  was  not  certain  how 
much  service  would  be  required.  The  first  payment  was  to  cover 
the  fiscal  year  from  July  1,  1970  to  June  30,  1971,  but  service 
actually  commenced  on  May  1,   1970,  the  date  of  the  contract. 

In  the  first  fourteen  months  of  service,  133  visits  were 
made  to  Chester,  but  in  the  next  twelve  months  the  number  of 
visits  increased  sharply  to  299.  The  following  table  shows  the 
comparison  between  the  two  fiscal  years:

A  cost  analysis  of  all  Derry  Visiting  Nurses  Association 
activities  in  fiscal  1972  showed  the  average  cost  per  visit  to  be 
$8.  15.  This  includes  all  administrative  work,  medical  supplies, 
travel  costs,  insurance,  and  salaries  divided  by  the  number  of  vis- 
its made  to  all  four  towns  serviced  by  the  Association.  Applying 
the  average  cost  per  visit  to  the  number  of  visits  made  to  Chester 
in  fiscal  1972  indicates  the  cost  of  services  rendered  to  be  consid- 
erably in  excess  of  the  reimbursement  received  from  all  Chester 
sources:

While  the  Association  does  not  charge  each  town  on  a 
per  visit  basis,  the  Board  of  Directors  feels  that  each  town  should 
appropriate    funds    somewhat    in    line    with    the  level  of  services 
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rendered.    Therefore,   we  ask  that  Chester's  town  payment  be  in- 
creased to  $1000. 

The  Derry  Visiting  Nurses  Association  is  the  only  health 
organization  serving  the  towns  of  Derry,  Londonderry,  Windham, 
and  Chester.  The  visiting  nurse  currently  covering  Chester  is  Jo- 
anne Millsaps.  The  Board  members  from  Chester,  Roberta  Blair, 
Virginia  Locke,  and  Wayne  Stuart,  are  available  to  answer  your 
questions  about  the  Association.  If  you  have  need  for  the  profes- 
sional services  of  the  Association,  please  contact  Nancy  Demers, 
Director  of  Nurses,  in  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association  office  in 
Derry.

FROM  YOUR  REPRESENTATIVE 

During  the  past  year,  many  residents  have  contacted  me 
by  phone,  letter  or  in  person,  to  give  me  their  feelings  on  pend- 
ing legislation,  or  to  comment  on  state  government  matters,  or 
to  seek  guidance,  assistance  or  information.  This  will  let  you 
know  that  all  of  these  communications  are  appreciated;  I've  done 
my  best  to  comply  with  whatever  was  asked.  Seeking  and  furn- 
ishing the  answers  to  your  questions  has  helped  me  to  learn  much 
about  the  state  government,  the  statutes  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
"who  does  what  in  Concord". 

On  the  local  scene,  I've  worked  with  residents  in  an  ef- 
fort to  improve  pedestrian  safety,  especially  for  children,  on  the 
state  highways.  On  Rt  121  (from  121A  to  the  Derry  line)  the  .peed 
limit  has  been  set  at  35  MPH  and  additional  speed  limit  signs 
posted.  The  present  blinkerUight  at  crossroads  102/121  will  be 
replaced  by  dual  "bouncing  lights",  of  greater  brightness  and  fur- 
ther visibility,  and  the  State  Highway  Dept.  will  pay  the  monthly 
electric  power  bill  for  these  lights,  rather  than  the  Town,  at  a 
savings  of  $85.  annually! 

It  is  still  my  strong  feeling  that  annual  sessions  of  the 
legislature  would  be  a  more  efficient  way  of  operating* the  state 
government.  The  state  government,  just  like  the  government  of 
the  Town  of  Chester,  is  a  business,  and  you  cannot  run  a  business, 
efficiently  and  economically,  by  going  to  the  office  just  for  a 
few  months  every  2  years.  This  has  already  been  determined  by 
39  of  our  50  states. 

Please  continue  to  let  me  hear  from  you,  so  that  I  may 
be  of  service  to  the  town,  and  we  will  have  been  justified  in 
"keeping  a  Representative  in  Chester".

On  February  7,  1973,  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
met  with  the  Selectmen  to  review  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
1973/1974  year. 

The  Selectmen  discussed  their  views  on  the  money  re- 
ceived from  revenue  sharing.  This  money  can  only  be  spent  for 
certain  things  in  the  town  budget.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Bud- 
get Advisory  Committee  that  the  Selectmen  had  used  excellent 
judgment  in  their  distribution  of  this  money. 

The  Budget  Advisory  Committee  felt  that  article  14  (Sa- 
lem Greater  Mental  Health)  for  $850.00  should  be  vetoed. 

There  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  overall  budget  of  approxi- 
mately $5,000.00  over  last  year.  This  was  due  to  the  never- 
ending  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 

The  Budget  Advisory  Committee  would  like  to  commend 
the  Selectmen  and  other  town  officers  for  their  effort  expended 
this  year  in  running  town  affairs  and  trying  to  submit  a  budget 
favorable  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  Chester.

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BUDGET  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

On  January  30,  1973,  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
met  with  the  School  Board  and  the  principal  of  the  Chester  Ele- 
mentary School  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  proposed  school 
budget  for  the  1973/1974  year. 

On  some  matters,  such  as  high  school  tuition,  the  budget 
is  up  approximately  $26,000.00  over  the  last  school  year.  This 
is  due  to  an  increase  in  tuition,  and  also  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  children  going  to  high  school. 

Other  increases  are  commensurate  with  the  normal  oper- 
ation of  the  school  and  were  found  to  be  reasonable.  These  in- 
creases amount  to  approximately  $18,000.00  over  the  last  school 
year. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Board  that  the 
School  Board  is  acting  in  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers  and 
should  be  commended.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Whereas  our  newly  elected  governor  has  pledged  to 
change  many  of  the  existing  educational  laws  in  New  Hampshire, 
especially  those  affecting  local  school  autonomy,  it  becomes  es- 
sential that  all  citizens  of  the  Chester  School  District  understand 
more  fully  the  overall  management  and  control  of  their  schools. 

Basic  to  local  educational  control  in  New  Hampshire  is 
the  legal  responsibility  of  the  school  boards  -  a  responsibility  and 
authority  far  greater  than  delegated  to  their  counterparts  in  many 
other  states  in  this  country. 

The  following  should  clearly  illustrate  this  fact.  By 
state  law: 

"1.  The  school  board  must  provide  standard  schools  for 
at  least  180  days  and  "give  to  all  pupils  within  the  district  as 
nearly  equal  advantages  as  are  practicable".  A  standard  school  is 
one  with: 

a.  a  suitable  and  sanitary  building; 

b.  furniture,   books,   maps  and  other  necessary  appli- 
ances; 

c.  a    staff  composed  of  certified  teachers,   directed 
and  supervised  by  principal  and  superintendent;  and 

d.  suitable  provision  for  the  care  of  the  health  and 
physical  welfare  of  all  pupils. 

2.  Transportation  shall  be  provided  all  pupils  below  the 
ninth  grade  who  live  two  miles  or  more  from  school.  Pupils  en- 
titled to  transportation  may  be  required  to  walk  one  mile  to  a  bus 
stop  or  one  and  one -half  miles  to  a  stop  approved  by  the  state. 
Transportation  may  be  furnished  to  pupils  above  grade  eight  and 
any  others  living  less  than  two  miles  from  school  when  this  is 
found  desirable. 

3.  The  school  board  employs  teachers  for  the  district 
and  may  dismiss  any  teacher  found  to  be  immoral  or  incompetent, 
except  that  no  teacher  may  be  dismissed  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
contract  year  without  being  notified  of  the  cause  and  being  grant- 
ed a  hearing.  The  school  board  may  fail  to  reelect  a  teacher  for 
another  school  year  providing  notice  of  this  is  given  to  the  teacher 
in  writing  prior  to  March  15.  A  teacher  who  has  taught  in  the 
district  for  three  or  more  years  must  be  granted  a  hearing  if  one  is 
requested  and  the  subsequent  decision  of  the  board  is  subject  to 
review  by  the  state  board. 
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4.  The  school  board  may,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
statute  or  state  board  regulations,  prescribe  all  rules  for  the  man- 
agement and  organization  of  the  schools  within  the  district. 

5.  Other  responsibilities  of  the  school  board  include  the 
following: 

a.  purchase  of  textbooks,  supplies  and  insurance 

b.  appointment  of  truant  officers 

c.  the  taking  of  a  school  census 

d.  making  repairs  to  buildings 

e.  accepting  federal  funds,  and 

f.  nominating  a  superintendent  of  schools 

6.  The  school  board  shall  see  that  the  studies  prescribed 
by  the  state  board  are  thoroughly  taught.  Specifically  mentioned 
in  the  statute  are  "physiology  and  hygiene  in  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  effect  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  on  the  human  system"  and 
the  teaching  of  courses  "in  all  public  and  private  schools  in  the 
state.  .  .  .the  constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state 
and  also  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence. " 

7.  A  school  district  shall  establish  programs  for  handi- 
capped children.  If  the  district  does  not  provide  a  suitable  pro- 
gram it  must  pay  tuition  to  one  operated  by  another  district  or  a 
private  organization.  The  district  of  residence  is  liable  for  the 
state  average  tuition  payment  for  pupils  educated  in  other  schools. 
Suitable  transportation  is  to  be  provided  for  handicapped  children. 
The  liability  for  transportation  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  state  av- 
erage tuition  charge  per  pupil.  A  handicapped  child  is  one  whose 
physical,  intellectual  or  emotional  problems  make  him  unable  to 
profit  from  the  regular  school  program. 

8.  A  school  board  may  provide  health  services,  appoint 
a  school  physician,  a  school  nurse,  a  dental  hygienist,  and  other 
school  health  aides.  Each  child  must  have  a  medical  examina- 
tion prior  to  or  upon  first  entry  into  the  public  school  system.  All 
school  personnel  must  have  a  physical  examination  prior  to  em- 
ployment. Periodic  medical  exams  may  be  required  following 
employment.  School  boards  must  develop  written  policies  rela- 
tive to  emergency  care  for  students  and  school  personnel  injured 
or  becoming  ill  during  school  hours  or  scheduled  activities. 

In  addition  to  the  above  legal  powers  and  responsibili- 
ties, the  State  Board  of  Education  has  conferred  the  following  reg- 
ulations upon  the  local  school  boards: 

1.  The  determination  of  salaries  and  terms  of  employ- 
ment for  all  teachers  and  other  employees. 
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2.  The  preparation  of  a  budget  for  local  school  expend- 
itures and  the  keeping  of  school  accounts. 

3.  The  determination,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
superintendent  and  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  State 
Board,  of  the  subjects  of  instruction  and  the  school  time  to  be  de- 
voted to  each  subject. 

4.  The  holding  of  a  school  board  meeting  at  least  once 
every  two  months. 

5.  The  nomination  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  for 
employment  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

6.  The  exercise  of  all  powers  and  the  performance  of 
all  duties  vested  in  and  imposed  upon  the  school  board  which  are 
not  committed  to  the  superintendent  or  expressly  delegated  to 
him.  " 

While  the  above  duties  and  responsibilities  were  being 
formulated  it  became  apparent  to  the  lawmakers  of  the  state  that 
it  was  impractical  to  expect  part-time  school  board  members 
who,  for  the  most  part  were  untrained  in  educational  manage- 
ment, to  continue  to  operate,  efficiently,  their  public  schools. 
Therefore,  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  was  created 
in  the  year  1850.  It  took  another  70  some  odd  years  for  the  state 
to  officially  define  his  duties. 

Since  1919  those  duties  have  been  officially,  as  well  as 
unofficially,  up-dated  many  times.  Today  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  must: 

"  Serve  as  the  executive  head  of  the  public  schools.  He 
shall  be  responsible  for  planning  and  administering  their  affairs 
subject  to  statutory  requirements,  the  regulations  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  policies  of  the  local  districts.  The 
position  shall  develop  and  maintain  a  system  of  public  schools, 
capably  staffed  to  provide  quality  education  and  supportive  serv- 
ices. The  Superintendent  shall  provide,  develop  and  implement 
the  procedures  to  achieve  educational  objectives  within  his  ad- 
ministrative unit. 

In  performance  of  those  duties,  he  shall  be  directly  re- 
sponsible to  the  State  Board  of  Education  through  its  commission- 
er, and  the  Board  or  Boards  of  the  Supervisory  Union. 

The  Superintendent  may  be  supported  by  one  or  more 
assistants  such  as  assistant  superintendents,  business  administrators 
and  teacher  consultants.  He  shall  delegate  such  of  his  duties  as  lis 
necessary  and  desirable  for  the  efficient  completion  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  position. 
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1.  The  Superintendent  shall  nominate  all  professional 
central  office  personnel. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  direct  and  supervise  the 
work  of  all  employees  of  the  district  and  shall  have  all  powers 
necessary  to  make  such  direction  effective.  While  the  Superin- 
tendent has  ultimate  responsibility,  he  may  delegate  powers  and 
duties  to  other  personnel. 

3.  He  shall  nominate  all  certificated  staff  and  appoint 
other  employees  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  school  board  policies. 

4.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  selection  and  purchase 
of  textbooks  and  all  other  scholastic  apparatus  and  supplies  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations  of  the  school  board  and  the  State 
Board  and  see  that  the  same  are  suitably  distributed  to  the  school, 
accurately  accounted  for  and  economically  used. 

5.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  developing  and  recom- 
mending to  the  school  board  the  annual  budget  for  the  support|of 
the  educational  program  and  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  schools  in  accordance  with  School  Board  policy. 

6.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  an  accounting  system  and 
financial  reporting  procedure  in  order  that  all  funds  will  be  ac- 
counted for  in  accordance  with  local  school  board  policy,  and 
local  and  state  law. 

7.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  development  of  an 
educational  plan  for  the  district  or  districts  and  for  recommending 
a  program  of  studies  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  the 
community  in  accordance  with  local  school  board  policies,  state 
statutes  and  State  Board  regulations. 

8.  The  Superintendent  may,  for  cause,  remove  a  teach- 
er or  other  employee  of  the  District  in  accordance  with  state  stat- 
utes. 

9.  He  shall  recommend  the  dismissal  of  certified  staff 
to  the  Board,  recognizing  its  authority  to  dismiss  according  to  the 
statutes. 

10,  He  shall  provide  for  temporary  vacancies  and  shall 
have  the  authority  to  secure  supplies  immediately  needed  for  the 
operation  of  the  schools. 

11.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  records  and 
making  reports  as  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  local  school  boards. 
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12.  He  shall  admit  pupils  to  school  attendance  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  regulations  of  the 
State  Board  and  policies  of  the  local  board.  He  shall  assign  them 
to  such  classes  and  grades  as  he  finds  their  needs  warrant. 

13.  He  shall  provide  for  the  alleviation  of  hazardous 
conditions  of  an  emergency  nature  that  affect  the  health  and  wel- 
fare of  pupils. 

14.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  evaluation  of  person- 
nel and  programs  in  accordance  with  local  school  board  policies. 

15.  He  shall  be  responsible,  after  notice,  for  the  im- 
plementation of  the  policies  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  He  is  expected  to  participate  in  the  development  and 
evaluation  of  said  policies  and  regulations  as  requested  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Education. "

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  annual  report  of  the  Principal  is  submitted  as  fol- 
lows; 

As  your  new  Principal,  I  began  my  duties  August  1,  1972 
and  was  immediately  involved  in  bringing  together  the  various 
and  sundrie  details  for  the  efficient  opening  of  school  in  Septem- 
ber. 

School  enrollment  on  opening  day  was  291  pupils,  as- 
signed as  follows  to  eleven  classrooms:  Grade  One,  Miss  Ellen 
Harris  -  16  pupils;  Grade  One/Two,  Mrs.  Patricia  Dickens  -  18 
pupils;  Grade  Two,  Mrs.  Brenda  Phelan  -  23  pupils;  Grade  Three, 
Miss  Rosemary  Gesel  and  Miss  Eileen  Shine  -  25  pupils;  Grade 
Three/Four,  Mrs.  Gladys  Apgar  -  25  pupils;  Grade  Four,  Mrs. 
Catherine  (DeMarco)  Watkins  -  30  pupils;  Grade  Five,  Miss  Judith 
Yeaton  -  27  pupils;  Grade  Five/Six,  Miss  Ann  Shuster  -  28  pupils; 
Grade  Six,  Mr.  Bruce  Donohue  -  32  pupils;  Grade  Seven,  Mrs. 
Judith  O'Neil  -  31  pupils;  and  Grade  Eight,  Mr.  Robert  K  aim  an  - 
36  pupils.  Since  school  opened,  total  enrollment  has  risen  as  high 
as  294  pupils,  however,  there  is  always  some  fluctuation  in  en- 
rollment figures  which  are  reported  to  the  School  Board  on  a 
monthly  basis. 

In  addition  to  the  eleven  classroom  teachers,  the  school 
employs  additional  professional  staff  to  provide  essential  educa- 
tional and  health  services  for  the  pupils  as  follows:  Full  Time  - 
Remedial  Reading,  Mrs.  Mary  Leary;  Part  Time  -  Teacher  Aide, 
Mrs.  Barbara  Rice;  Library  Services,  Mrs.  Sally  St.  Clair;  and 
Band  Instruction,  Mr.  Dan  Nolan.  Under  Federal  Aid  to  Education 
Title  I,  part-time  services  for  Special  Education,  Mrs.  Carol  Na- 
tale,  and  Speech  Therapist,  Miss  Anne  Cunningham.  Although 
not  a  direct  service  of  the  school,  opportunity  to  study  guitar  is 
provided  through  private  arrangement  for  interested  pupils  to  study 
under  Mr.  Ernest  Hatsis.  These  pupils  are  released  from  school 
time  to  take  part  in  this  program. 

Beside  the  pupils  educated  at  Chester  School,  a  number 
of  the  community's  children  are  provided  with  highlyj specialized 
education  and  training  by  agencies  in  Manchester  and  Salem, 
N.  H. 

In  addition  to  the  staff  and  services  noted  above,  very 
essential  supportive  school  services  are  capably  provided  for  as 
follows:    School  Lunch,   Mrs.  Clara  Dolloff,  Supervisor,  and  Mrs. 
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Marie  Brander,  Assistant;  Custodial  Services,  Mr.  Ralph  Potter, 
Custodian,  and  Mr.  Douglas  Rycklick,  Part-time  Assistant.  Ad- 
ditionally, Mrs.  Claire  Yencha  very  capably  carries  out  the  duties 
of  the  School  Secretary. 

The  Staff  is  involved  in  carrying  out  some  new  techniques 
and  approaches  to  improve  the  educational  offerings  and  effect- 
iveness of  the  school.  One  of  the  major  developments  in  this  area 
is  the  open  area  fully  integrated  classroom  concept  being  utilized 
in  grade  three  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Gesel/Miss  Shine.  This 
innovation  is  a  practical  application  of  the  educational  concepts 
and  techniques  proposed  by  the  Early  Childhood  Education  Program 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Deborah  E.  Stone,  Professor  of  Education.  The  functioning  of  the 
classroom  is  supervised  by  Dr.  Stone,  her  Staff  and  your  Principal. 

Other  new  approaches  which  are  utilized  this  year  in- 
clude: "Pupils  helping  Pupils"  in  art,  math  and  Ireading;  "Teach- 
ing Tape"  materials  in  reading,  math  and  science;  "Club  Activi- 
ties" in  art,  model  making,  newspaper  and  drama;  also  semi- 
departmentalization  of  instruction  for  grades  five  through  eight. 
Additionally,  other  changes  in  instructional  emphasis  and  ap- 
proach are  being  accomplished. 

Pupils  have  participated  in  a  number  of  activities  which 
mirror  their  in-school  efforts.  Highlights  of  this  participation  was 
the  inclusion  of  the  School  Band  in  the  Town's  250th  Anniversary 
Parade,  the  presentation  of  the  in-school  and  public  Christmas 
Program  by  pupils  representative  of  grades  one  through  four  in 
chorus  and  members  ofthe  Drama  Club,  grades  five  through  eight, 
presenting  a  one-act  play.  Additionally,  support  for  the  Christ- 
mas Program  was  given  by  pupils  who  participate  in  Art  Club. 
They  developed  the  scenery  which  was  used.  The  Newspaper 
Club  members  publicized  the  Program  through  their  publication. 
Activities  of  the  type  reported  will  continue  to  be  planned.  Sports 
activities  and  participation  are  encouraged. 

The  Citizens  for  Better  Schools  group  has  continued  to 
be  active  and  most  helpful  to  the  school.  Through  the  efforts  of 
C.B.  S. ,  a  new  playground  slide  was  purchased,  donated  and  in- 
stalled on  the  school  grounds.  The  C.B.S,  sponsored  a  Public 
Supper  and  Get  Acquainted  Evening  in  September  which  was  very 
well  received  and  appreciated  by  both  the  public  and  school  staff. 
Additionally,  C.  B.  S.  has  donated  basketball  uniforms  to  the 
school  and  drapes  for  the  school  office. 
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The  continued  efforts  and  interest  of  C.B.S.  in  the 
school  is  looked  forward  to  by  the  pupils  and  staff. 

The  educational  effort  will  continue  to  be  evaluated, 
revised  and  changed  in  the  light  of  need  and  effectiveness.  Prom- 
ising new  developments  which  show  merit  will  be  considered  for 
adaptation  to  our  local  requirements, 

I  enjoy  my  return  to  active  participation  in  the  field  of 
Public  Education  and  my  new  responsibilities  to  the  children  and 
my  fellow  citizens  of  Chester.
